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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The applicant filed October 3, 2003 is presented for examination and claims 1-8 
are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable 
over US Patent # 6,650,315 by Murai. 

Regarding claim 1, Murai teaches an improved mouse structure (a mouse Fig.1 
(10), characterized in forming a receiving chamber inside of a mouse (a printer receiver 
Fig.2 (16) for storing an external article (paper tape Fig.2 (21 )). 

Regarding claim 2, Murai teaches the receiving chamber (a printer receiver Fig.2 
(16) is formed at an upper part of a rear portion of the mouse the upper portion of 
mouse (the cover (14) is within the housing (1 1 ) on the top portion of mouse (10). 

Regarding claim 3, Murai teaches the mouse (10) includes an open top surface 
(cover, Fig.2 (14) for the article to be disposed in or removed from the receiving 
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chamber (the printer can be disposed in the printer receiver and it can also be removed 
from there. 

Regarding claim 5, Murai teaches mouse includes an open rear surface (the 
cover, Fig. 2 (14)), allowing the article to be disposed in or removed from the mouse 
(paper tape, Fig.2 (21)). 

Regarding claim 6, Murai teaches the mouse (10) includes a lid to close or open 
the receiving chamber (the cover is interpreted as a lid, Fig.2 (14). 

Regarding claim 7, Murai teaches the mouse (10) includes a recessed rear 
portion serving as the receiving chamber (the printer receiver, Fig.2 (16) when the 
article disposed in the receiving chamber includes a hand-held surface in contact with 
the hand of a user (the cover (14) when closed is in contact with the user's hand where 
the cover represent the hand-held surface). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
Patent # 6,650,315 ("Murai") in view of US Patent # 6,590,563 ("Oross et al."). 

Regarding claim 4, Murai teaches the open top surface includes a lid (the cover, 
Fig.2 (14), the lid has one end pivotally connected to one side of the receiving chamber 
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(attached shafts Fig. 2 (15a and 15b). Accordingly, the prior art teaches all the claimed 
limitations as recited with the exception of providing the other end with a snapping 
structure to be engaged with the other side of the receiving chamber. 

However, Oross et al. teach a proper electrical connection is established 
between first mouse portion 106 and second mouse portion 108 when second mouse 
portion 108 is inserted into the first mouse portion 106 to the point where a snapping 
sound is heard (column 4, lines 57-61). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to utilize the first mouse portion (106) as mouse 10 and 
the second mouse portion (108) as lid or cover (14) as taught by Oross et al. in the 
mouse disclosed by Murai because this would provide an opening formed in the 
electronic device that is configured to receive the second portion of the pointing device 
(column 2, lines 56-58). 

4. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
Patent # 6,650,315 ("Murai") in view of US Patent # 5,892,501 ("Kim et al."). 

Regarding claim 8, Murai fails to teach the article includes a controller. 

However, Kim et al. teach a position pointing means Fig.1 (10), which includes a 
key applying means (13) having keys for moving the cursor where the keys are inside 
the position pointing means (10). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to utilize the key applying means as taught by Kim et al. in 
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the mouse disclosed by Murai because this would provide a three dimensional wireless 
pointing device (column 2, lines 24 and 25).
